ALABAMA GOVERNOR PAROLES 
735 SHORT-TERM CONVICTS 


Already Has Given Permission for 
300 Prisoners to Eat Christmas 


Dinners at Homes. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 
MONTGOMERY, Ala., Dec. 16.— 


More than 1000 prisoners in Ala- 
bama State jails will eat their 
Christmas dinners’ at their homes 
and 735 of these will be free on 
parole until July 15,.1932. 

Gov. Miller, who recently named 
300 prisoners to be paroled three 
weeks during the holidays, yester- 
day declared 735 short-term of- 
fenders would be paroled until 
July 15, 1932. The 300 prisoners 
released for the holidays will re- 
turn Jan. 15. 

Congested conditions ,of the 
State’s prisons, now housing more 
than 6000 persons, and the subse- 
quent danger of epidemic, was the 
reason Gov. Miller gave for the pa- 
roles, 

The 735 prisoners paroled all 
were misdemeanor offenders, serv- 
ing terms of 12 months or less. 
They were required to sign pledges 
that they could make a crop or had 
other available work to support de- 
pendetits if released.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16. —-Al- 
though the newly-created joint pol- 
icy committee of the Democrats in 
the Senate and House is not vet 
ready to present a tax plan, it is 
possible to state the outlines of the 
policy that is shaping in the minds 
of Speaker Garner and other re- 
sponsible leaders. 


Taxes will be increased—there is 

no longer any question about that. 
Not only the condition of the 
Treasury, but the political exigen- 
cies as seen by the Democrats, de- 
mand an increast. Yor if taxes are 
not raised now, under a Republican 
administration, they will have to 
be raised soon after the victory that 
the Democrats are expecting in 
1992. Garner and the other lead- 
ers prefer that the increase should 
come while President Hoover is in 
office. Sound national policy, in 
this instance, squares neatly with 
what appears to be best for the 
Democratic party. 
- The bill to be written in the 
House will carry, in all probability, 
a 40 per cent maximum surtax, ef- 
fective on incomes exceeding $500,- 
000, as comparéd with the present 
maximum of 20 per cent on in- 
come exceeding $100,000. To that 
extent it will accord with the re- 
luctant recommendations of Sec- 
retary Mellon. It will depart radi- 
cally from the Mellon plan, how- 
éver, in its treatment of the small- 
er incomes. 


Against Lower Exemptions. 


Mellon’s proposed lowering of 
the exemptions from the present 
$1500 for single and $3500 for 
married persons to $1000. and 
2500, respectively, will be ignored. 
It has been estimated that the 1,- 
700,000 new taxpayers which his 
plan would bring into the fold 
would pay only $13,000,006, and 
that the total new revenue from 
the lowering of the exemptions 
would be only $30,000,000, of which 
a very large porti®On would be ab- 
sorbed by the cost of collecting 
from the new § taxpayers. The 
Democrats believe that an equiva- 
lent net amount can be collected 
more equitably and with less irri- 
tation in some other way. 


They are looking to an increase J 


in the estate tax for a much larg- 
er portion, eof the new revenue than 
Mr. Mellon thought should be ob- 
tained in this manner. . He sug- 
gested an increase in the top 
bracket from the present 20 per 
cent to 25 per cent. It is the pres- 
ent intention of the Democratic 
leaders to run the maximum up to 
40 per cent, as under the 1924 
law, and perhaps a shade higher. 


The suggestion has been made, 
with favorable respgnse, that if the 
top rate is fixed at 40 per cent, 
the amount of credit allowed 
against the Federal] tax on account 
of payment of _ state inheritance 
taxes should be reduced from the 
present 80 per cent to 40. If this 
were done, the credit in dollars 
would remain the same, while the 
Federal Government’s share of the 
total tax would be greatly in- 
creased. * : 

How Proposal Would Work. 


For cxample, say a large estate 
under the present Federal laws is 
subject to an assessment of $2,- 
000.000. It recei-es a credit of 80 
per cent, or $1,600,000, leaving the 
Federal Government only $400,- 
000. If the assessment were dou- 
bled—that is, increased to $4,000,- 
000—and the credit were lowered 
to 40 per cent, the credit would 
still be $1,600,000, but the Federal 
Government would collect $2,400,- 
060 or six times as much as at 
present, 

Even with the proposed increase 
in the estate tax, a great amount 
of money will still have to be, col- 
lected unless the Democrats are 
willing to do more borrowing than 
appears to be wise or expedient. 
Therefore it is likely. that 2 num- 
ber of miscellaneous taxes, as rec- 
ommended by Mellon, will he im- 
posed, but to what extent the de- 
tails of his recommendations will be 
followed remains to be seen. 

Figures placed in the record by 
Congressman Ramseyer of Iowa, a 
moderately progressive Republic- 
an, show the potential productive- 
ness of the estate tax. The Fed- 
eral and state governments com-

Contract Made Is Subject 
to Approval of Board of 
Agriculture at Its Meeting 
Jan. 5.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 16.— 
Radio Station WOS, the State- 
owned and operated radio broad- 
casting station at the Capitol, is to 
be farmed out to John D. Heiny, 
the present station announcer, and 
commercialized under Heiny’s ex- 
clusive control, under the terms of 


by officers of the State Board of 


Agriculture. 

The contract, already entered 
into, is subject to final approval by 
the entire Board of Agriculture, at 
its annual meeting here on Jan. 5. 
It provides for a lease of the sta- 
tion to Heiny for two years. 

The State Board of Agriculture, 
if it approves the contract, would 
divest itself of control of the sta- 
tion and exclustve control would 
pass to Heiny. subject to Heiny’s 
agreeing to pay the operating ex- 
penses, cost of repairs, and agree- 
ing to continue the present agri- 
cultural and marketing programs, 
and certain other services. 

This contract authorizes Heiny, 
in return for assuming the  ex- 
penses, to operate and manage the 
station “in any manner he sees fit.” 

No provision is made in the con- 
tract for disposition of any profits 
Heiny might realize from sale of 
the station’s time, and apparently 
from the absénceof such provisions 
—he would be authorized to retain 
any earnings in excess of expenses. 
The contract contains no cancella- 
tion clause, except a provision that 
the two-year lease would be sub- 
ect to any action the Legislature 
might take concerning the State 
station. 

License Transfer Approved. 

The contragt has been signed by 
Heiny, John F. Case of Wright 
City, president of the Board of 
Agriculture; C. P. Anderson, State 
Marketing Commissioner, and Jew- 
ell Mayes, secretary of the Board 
of Agriculture. The Federal Radio 
Commission, at the request cf the 
foregoing officials, has approved a 
voluntary assignment of the sta- 
tion’s broadcasting license to Heiny 
by the State. 

Case,’ reached at his home in 
Wright City by long-distance tele- 
said the appropriations 
made by the last Legislature were 
barely enough to gontinue the op- 
eration of the station, and that a 
recent reduction of 26 per cent in 
alf State general revenue appropri- 
ations ordered by Gov. Caulfield, 
because of steadily falling State 
general revenue collections, would 
have necessitated closing the sta- 
tion some time next year. 

The Legislature appropriated 
$50,332 for the State Marketing 
Bureau, which includes the opera- 
tion of WOS, for the biennial period 
of 1931 and 1932. The reduction 
in appropriation cut this to $42,- 
959. Operating expenses of WOS 
average about $1300 a month, it 
was said, or about $31,000 for two 
years. 

“Only Way to Keep Station Open.” 

Case said the plan was worked 
out as the only means of keeping 
the station open. 

‘“‘Heiny agrees to take over the 

station and run it, and we-will 
leave it all to him,” Case said. “He 
must assume al] expenses of the 
station and has agreed to meain- 
tain the present standard of the 
prograffis. The same personnel 
will be retained and Heiny will pay 
the salaries. He wil! have to sell 
station time to pay the expenses 
but I doubt there will be any 
profit from it.” 
- Action was taken only after the 
Attorney-General’s department had 
passed upon the proposal, Case 
said, and had given an opinion that 
in the law 
passed in 1921, establishing the sta- 
tion, which would appear to pre- 
Vent the arrangement. 

No bond is required of Heiny 
under the contract, but Case said 
the ‘hoard at its January meeting, 
might require a bond as a condi- 
tion of approving the contract. 

Legal Question Raised. 

A legal question may arise as to 
whether a State board may lease 
State property to a private indi- 
vidual, for commercial purposes, in 
the absence of a specific legislative 
authorization. The station, . with

Under this schedule there 
would be an exemption of $50,000. 
and the rate on amounts above 
this figure would rise by steps from 
1 per cent to 45 per cent, which! , 
would be effective on amounts ex- 
ceeding $15,000,000. The net value 
of all the estates subject to these 
rates would be about $4,000,000,- 
000 annually before subtracting the 
specific exemption of $50,000 each. 
Thus the average tax would be 
about 10 per cent. 

“The object of the estate tax,” 
said Ramseyer, “is to prevent the 
accumulation of wealth in che 
hands of those who contributed lit- 
tle or nothing to its creation and 
to lighten the burden of taxation 
on the masses. 

“We could easily collect $500,- 
000,000 from this source. Certain- 
ly we could collect it more easily 
than Great Britain, with only one- 
fourth of our national wealth, can

prisonment plus 95 years. 

To make matters worse for the 
gangsters Municipal Judge J. E. 
Mershon indicated today that if 
they managed to make the $100,- 
000 bond demanded for each of 
them, he would increase the 
amount in order to keep them in 
custody. Prisoners with them are 
William Engler of St. Louis, for- 
mer Egan gangster and convicted 
mail robber,- and “Speedy” Will- 
hite, also of St. Louis, a Cuckoo 
gangster and ex-convict.

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Dec 16.— 


Richard Whitney, president of the 
New York Stock Exchange, renewed 
his defense of short selling as an 
economic necessity in a free and 
open market in an address before 
the Syracuse Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday. 

Whitney cited statistics to show 


tion had “smashed prices on the 
Stock Exchange,” disclosing, for in« 


stance, that the 15 stocks with the 
heaviest short interest had the 
most solid market and the nar-« 
rowest price fluctuations. 

On the other hand, he said, the 
15 stocks with the greatest decline 
in percentage of value have virtu- 
ally no short interest; and that of 
the 15 with the greatest dollar de- 
cline, only three had a considerable 
short interest at any time. 

He emphasized that the total 
short position had declined 1,850,< 
000 shares in the period. between 
May 25 and Nov. 30; and that of 
the total sales of 264,300,000 shares 
in that period, a generous estimate 
shows only 5 per -_ as sold 
short. 

“To say this 5 per cefit, " he said, 
“was the cause of the decline is to 
ignore entirely the effect of the 95 
per cent which represented the sale 
of securities owned outright or on 
margin.” 

“The greatest short interest in 
any single stock at anv time,” said 
Whitney, “was 406,000 in General 
Motors. This figure may seem 
very large but you must remember 
that General Motors has 43,600,000 
shares of common stock and, there« 
fore, the short interest was actual- 
ly less than 1 per cent of the total 
capital of the company. 

“If you will examine the price 
fluctuations of General Motors you 
will find that in the whole course 
fo fthe year 1931 its high price 48 
and its low price slightly above 
22. This is a depreciation of a lit- 
tle more than 50 per cent. There 
aré many other stocks, as we all 
know only too well, that show a 
greater percentage of depreciation. 

“Furthermore, the market action 
of General Motors has been con- 

sistently steady. Great quantities of 

the stock have heen bought and 
sold and yet it has normally moved 
by small degrees either upward or 
downward. 

“It is hard to believe, in view of 
these facts and figures, that the 
critics of short selling are justified 
in saving that this practice smashes 
prices.’’ 

Whitney defended the lending of 
stocks on the ground that it was as 
legitimate to pledge money for col- 
lateral as collateral for money. 
He stressed the apparent lack of 


borrower of stocks must put up 
money for stocks and that the “in- 
terest” paid on the stock loan oft- 
en runs higher than interest on 
borrowed money.

‘By & Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. , 


JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 16.— 

| Secretary of State Charles U. Beck- 
er, far from satisfied with the suc- 

cess of his efforts to line up sup- 


port among politicians in St. Louis 
and Kansas City in his candidacy 
for the Republican nomination for 
Governor, has worked out a scheme 
to convince the committeemen and 
committeewomen in the-cities pra | 
the rural sections of the Btate are 
demanding his nominatign. 

Becker sent Representative Wil- 

j liam P. Elmer of Salem and: Wil- 
liam Sacks of St. Louis among the 
Republican committeemen - there, 
but, according to reports, they were 
able to get Becker commitments 
from only four or five. The remain- 
der were doubtful that Becker was 
as strong in the country as Elmer 
and Sacks represented him to be- 
and they did not want to be tied 
up with a loser. 

So Becker has hit upon a plan 
which he expects will carry them 
off their feet. 

$5.15 an Issue, 

Within the last month editors of 
rural Republican newspapers and 
independent newspapers with Re- 
publican leaders have received let- 
ters from Becker instructing them 
to mail to each committeeman and 
committeewoman in St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City and rural Jackson County 
marked copies of every issye of 
their papers containing mention of 
Becker or of the activities of his 
office. He sent along to each a list 
of the committeemen and commit- 
teewomen and instructions to send 
the bill to him. 

On the list were 103 names. At 
56 cents a copy, the usual price, | 
each editor would get from Beck- 
er $5.15 each time an issue of his 
paper contained Becker’s name. 

Under such arrangements it is 
not beyond reason to suppose that 
some editors would find occasion to 
mention Becker’s name at least 
once a week, and a really enter- 
prising editor might mention it 
every day, for $5.15 a day or, in 
the case of weekly papers, a week. 

The official State Blue Book 
shows there are 193 papers in Mis- 
souri classed as Republican or [n- 
dependent Republican. If all of 
them fell in with the idea, they 
could run up quite a nice Hittle bill 
on Candidate Baker. If all of 
them took the bait once a weex, 
it would mount up to $993.95 a 
week, and if they kept it up until 
the date of the primary in August, 
the total bill would run to some- 
thing like $31,800. 

There is little likelihood, how- 
ever, that Candidate Becker will be 
called uponyto pay’ out any such 
sum.

Becker for the paper, and then 
there are all the Republican pa- 
pers to which Becker distributes 
the official printing of constitu- 
tional amendments at election time, 
It is doubtful that many of them 
would figure that Becker expected 
them to submit a bill for campaign 
services for him. 
What Becker Wrote. 
In full justice to Becker, it must 


be said that he did not stipulate) 


that the mention was to be favor- 
able, but it is not likely that he 
would send His blanket order to 
editors he did not consider at least 
reasonably friendly. 

“T want these city men and wom- 
en to see everything in the way of 
articles and editorials that appears 
in the country press about me,” 
Becker wrote. 

“Sq let me make you this prop- 
osition:* Every time you fave am 
article or an editorial in regard 
to my candidacy or to the activi- 
ties of my office, I beg that you 
send a marked copy to the Re- 
publican committeemen and. wom- 
en of St. Louis and Kansas City. 
I am enclosing the names and ad- 
dresses of these committeemen and 
women. 

“] want to pay for this service 
to me, and I ask that you render 
a bill at stated periods for what you 
have mailed out for me.” 

It fs understood here that the 
rural newspapers have begun to 
reach the city politicians.

In the “scramb- 
ling” device the radio engineers 
have created a mechanical code. 
Time,’ secrecy and certainty have 
always been important factors in 
diplomatic maneuvering.

“The chief difficulty with ordi- 
nary trans-Atlantic telephone serv- 
ice,” said McDermott, “was that 
often there was no complete rec- 
ord of the conversation for the de- 
partment’s historian. The connec- 
tion might be poor, and the sec- 
retary and the stenographer might 
not bé able to get all the conver- 
sation... Now we have two stenog- 
raphers to take down every word 
uttered. The experts listen to the 
conversations and supply the sec- 
retary with data as théy are need- 
ed. Thus, a great deal of time is 
saved and the historian has a 
complete record of everything said. 
As these conversations usually deal 
only with important and pressing 


problems, it is essential that there 
is a full record. After the conver- 
sations are over, the secretary can 
read the stenographers’ notes to 
see that there has been no danger 
of misunderstanding.

A statistical analysis of street 
railway transportation in St. Louis 
as compared with other large cities 
was presented to the Special Trans- 
portation Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen this afternoon by 
George C. Willson, chairman of the 
Transportation Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

In a comprehensive report pre- 
pared by M. M. Drake, director of 
research of the Chamber, atten- 
tion was called to the trend of rid- 
ing and fares, speed of ears, cost 
of operation, taxes and other fac- 
tors affécting the success of a mass 
transportation system. 

An attempt was made to meas- 
ure the extent to which city transit 
systems are getting the potential 
transportation business, with the 
result that in the case of St. Louis 
it was found the street car compa- 
ny carries only 59.4 per cent of the 
potential riders. This was com- 
pared with 99.3 per cent using rail 
facilities in New York, 68:7 per 
cent in Chicago, 67 per cent in 
Philadelphia, 87 per cent in Pitts- 
.burg, 82 per cent in Cleveland and 
42 per cent in Detroit. _ 

Steady Loss of Riders. 
The steady loss of riders by the 


pointed out. In 1930 the decrease 
from 2929 was 12.95 per cent 
which was more than twice the av- 
erage loss in percentage-for 19 
cities studied. Only three cities 
had greater losses in percentage— 
Detroit, 20.92 per cent; Cleveland, 
15.81, and Newark, N. J., 14.43. The 
average was 6.01 per cent for 19 
cities, including New York, Chi- 
cago, Philadelphia, Montreal, Pitts- 
burg, San Francisco, Milwaukee, 
Boston, Dallas, Los Angeles, Cin- 
cinndti, Washington, Baltimore, 
Minneapolis and St. Pau. 

In the four cities having subways 
or other rapid transit facilities, 
New York, Philadelphia, Chicago 
and Boston,. the average loss was 
only 3.24 per cent. 

Slow Service a Factor. 

The_long time required to com- 
plete frips by street car was again 
mentioned as a deterrent to street 
car transportation in St. Louis. This 
was pointed out in an earlier mem- 
orandum. The Chamber of Com- 
merce showed this was due princi- 
pally to indirectness of street car 
lines. St. Louis street cars with 
average speed of 10.64 miles an 
hour, are the second fastest in the 
country, being surpassed only by 
Detroit, where the average for the 
municipally owned system is 10.67 
miles an hour. 

A map was presented showing 
that the area of St. Louis which 
could be reached in 490 minutes 
from downtown by street car would 
be greatly extended if the car lines 
were as direct as those in Chicago, 
although Chicago cars average only 
9.561 miles an hour. 

Fare Above Average.

To 
this the reply is that the railroads are financially 
unable to pass the fruits of wage reduction back to 
labor, and the employes counter with the assertion 
that wage reduction, without some compensating fea- 
ture, would act as a boomerang to the roads by cut- 
ting purchasing power, hente railroad traffic. These 
preliminaries give promise of an amicable settlement. 
We think the position of the unions is of particular 
interest. Instead of bluntly resisting the railroads’ 
proposals, they have drafted a stabilization program 
which would “guarantee a minimum length of em- 
ployment to the necessary ‘standby’ forces, spreading 
out work so as to reduce seasonal activity and in- 
activity, and reducing the present amount of unem- 
ployment by using the funds available from the wage 
reduction for additional work.” There is no doubt, 
as the unions contend, that the roads have permitted 
their phystcal equipment to deteriorate in recent 
months, and money spent on that—to be divided, the 
unions ask, equally between material and wages— 
will help economic conditions generally. There is 
much sound sense in that program. 
Even if managements and employes should find 
themselves utterly unable to agree, the Railway La- 
bor Act of 1926 gets up so complicated a machinery 
for the adjustment of railroad wage disputes that 
ample time will remain for reconsideration. Only the 
first step prescribed under the act, namely, a confer- 
ence between the roads and their employes, has thus 
far been taken. The second step is announcement by 
the roads of the reduction, which automatically brings 
into play a board of mediation, consisting of five 
members appointed by the President. If the board 
is unsuccessful, the disputants may come together 
voluntarily by arbitration. Failing the choice of ar- 
bitration, the board of mediation, as a fourth step, 
may ask the President to appoint an emergency board 
of inquiry. Not until 30 days after the board of in- 
quiry’s report may the disputants make any changes 
in the conditions from which the dispute arose. 
Somewhere in this tortuous procedure of nezo 
tiation, with its rest and cooling off periods, a settle- 
ment should be made.

Senator Wagner of New York has introduced a res- 
olution for a $2,000,000,000 Federal public works pro- 
gram, to be financed by a long-term bond issue. As 
is his custom, he has undertaken to justity the pro 
| posed action by the facts.. 
It is a distressing body of facts he presents. Auto 
mobile production, for example, as reported by the 
Federal Reserve Board, has declined from 171,848, in 
January, to 80,142, in October. Building production 
has fallen below the low level of 1930. Employment in 
manufacturing fell from an index figure of 73.1 to 67.3, 
and payroll totals from 62.3 to 53.7, in the January- 
October period. Bank suspensions, freight car load- 
ings, foreign commerce, all add similar testimony. 
Meantime, the demands on charitable institutions are 
mounting at an alarming rate, being 142 per cent 
greater in September, 1931, than September, 1930. 
A grim ‘picture, but one that must be faced. The 
fallacy of glossing the truth, of dodging, or, worse 
still, misrepresenting the realities, is no longer in 
order. We have got to look at things as they are. 
Senator Wagner always has looked at thhgs as 
they are.

Going off gold standard, England has altered world economic scene by aiding own exe 
porters and hampering those of other countries; her position in world markets thus 
has been advanced; if example is generally followed, power of U. S. and French 
gold hoards will wane; our creditor position already has been elevated by action. 


of the gold standard by Great SBritain 

and other important countries has in- 
jected a new and partly incalculabie factor 
into the~ international economic picture. 
Conceivably, the breaking by John Bull of 
the gold fetters may mark the turning point 
in the world economic situation. At least 
it serves to relieve the pressure against the 
international commodity price level which 
resulted from England’s frantic efforts to 
maintain pre-war parity for its currency. 

John Maynard Keynes, wa®time adviser 
of the British Treasury, who had consist- 
ently maintained that it was a mistake 
Great Britain te return to the gold stand- 
ard on a pre-war basis in 1925, now says 
the romantic- phase is over, and that we 
can begin to discuss realistically what policy 
is for~the best. 

The immediate consequence in Great 
Britain of the new monetary policy was a 
rise in commodity and equity security prices. 
The end of the long-drawn price deeline 
may serve to inspire business executives 
there to new activity. The stimulant may 
spread elsewhere, especially to countries 
like Norway, Sweden and Denmark. which 
followed England away from the gold 
standard. The effect of the abandonment 
should be to stimulate exports and retard 
imports in those countries.

Den- 
mark, Bolivia, Ausfralia, the Argentine and 
Mexico have departed from the gold stand- 
ard, and the possibility has developed that 
the United States and France alone will 
remain strictly on the gold standard. Vis- 
count Rothermere, leading British pub- 
lisher and financier, who has long advocat- 
ed a radical change in British fiscal policy, 
doubts whether England will lose its inter- 
mational banking business by its new pro- 
gram. He recently said in a cable te the 
New York American: ““‘What will most like- 
ly happen is that other European coun- 
tries will follow our example in abandon- 
ing gold, and will stabilize their. currenci#s 
on the basis of sterling. London will con- 
tinue to be their financtal clearing house. 
because the machinery of those operations 
is there. If widespread abandonment of 
the gold standard takes place, the huge 
stores of gold which artificial conditions of 
post-war finances have concentrated in the 
United States and France will lese much of 
their value.”

monetary changes. The abandonment of 
the gold standard was in a large measure 
caused by the tendency in both the United 
States and France to prevent other coun- 
tries from paying their debts in goods or 
in fresh promises to pay. Instead. the ef- 
fect has been to suck gol into the-United 
States and France from al} parts of the 
world. and to force other nations to abandon 
gold in order to seek relief in other ways. 
if the other nations are inclined to re- 
turn ultimately to the gold standard on the 
basis of thg new value of their currency. 
it behooves the United States and France 


carrying on their trusteeship as possessors 
of three-quarters of the world’s supply of 
monetary gold. The chief adverse effect 
of the new monetary policy overseas will 
be to place additional burdens on Ameri- 
can exporters, especially on those in highly 
competitive lines which do not have a clear 
superiority resulting from productive effi- 
ciency. It will especially place @ burden 
on the export of international raw products, 
such as wheat and copper. 

If. out of the emergency. a movement 
should develop permanently to demonetize 
gold in ‘other countries—and this does not 
seem likely—then both the United States 
and France would find themselves in the 
position of Midas. Both would have to mark 
down the value of their gold holdings to 
what the metal is worth in the arts. 


. James Harvey Rogers, Yale economist. in 
his book, “America Weighs Her Gold,” 
which was written just before Engiand 
abandoned the gold standard, points out: 

“Among the most illuminating anomalies 
of our so-called advanced civilization is the 
gold standard. -To the rationally inclined, 
that the weight of anything should be 
chosen and continued as a standard of value 
is strange enough. That it sheuld be the 
weight of a substance which at the time 
of its choosing was usable only for orna- 
ment is stranger. 

“Furthermore, the choice has proved to 
be that of a king or of a dictator rather 
than of a servant. Certainly neo monarch 
in history has ever reigned with such un- 
restricted power or over so large a domain. 
His kingdom comprises almost the whole 
civilized worid, and largely under his con- 
trol is the economic prosperity and de- 
pression of the great hordes of. his subjects. 

“His eminent position is especially appar- 
ent when it comes to suggesting his de- 
thronement. So firmly installed has he 
been im fact that anyone who raises his 
voice in criticism is sure to be silenced 
with no uncertain contempt. Even His 
Golden Majesty's throne, however. is no 
longer so firmly fixed. More than once 
has it been suggested that if the United 
States and France insist on taking mest ef 
the monetary gold, of the world, why 
shouldn't they be allowed to have it all?

FIRST CONCERT HERE 


Gordon String Group Appears 
at the Odeon in Triumphal 
Program,

HE Gordon String Quartet, the 

first nationally-known organi- 

zation of its kind to visit St. 
Louis since the demise of the Flon- 
zaley Quartet, gave a concert last 
night at the Odeon under the spon- 
sorship of the Civic Music League, 
The occasion was a triumph for the 
visitors despite the handicap im- 
posed on them by the size of the 
auditorium. Though the body of 
sound was diffused, with a result- 
ant leveling out of dynamic con- 
trasts, there was no mistaking the 
beautiful tone nor. the pee 
of the ensemble. 

The Gordon Quartet, which was 
organized by, Jacques Gordon 
while he was still concertmaster 
,of the Chicago Orchestra, has been 
playing together for less than three 
years but it has already achieved 
that singleness of mental outlook 
which is necessary before the dif- 
ferent instruments instinctively 
“play in” to each other. 

The program last night started 
with the Beethoven quartet in F 
Minor Op.-95, which was delivered 
with a great deal of finish but with 
slightly less boldness than the mu- 
sic would have .permitted. It is 
possible, however, that this effect 
ymay have been caused by the 
acoustical difficulties laid down by 
the wide open spaces of the audi- 
torium. 

Two movements of the Debussy 
quartet were ravishing. Especially 
moving was the slow movement 
with its quiet ecstasy and its lyrical 
apotheosis—an effect which was 
enhanced by the refined manner 
in which it was played. But why 
only two movements, . since this 
quartet was obviously the high 
peint of the evening? And why 
the third before the second? The 
supposed necessities of showman- 
shtp must have figured in that ar- 
rangement. 

The second half of the program 
was devoted to short works by H. 
Waldo Warner, Ernest Bloch and 
Leon Sinigaglia. In response to a 
considerable enthusiasm the quar- 
tet played three encores, the finale 
of a Haydn G Major quartet, the 
finale of Dvorak’s American quar- 
tet and an arrangement of “Drink 
to Me Only With Thine Eyes.”

National Socialist leader charged 
the present Government of Ger- 
many with following a policy of il- 
lusion. It reiterated the National 
Socialist bid for power, predicted 
the party's ultimate triumph and 
declared the Nazi movement legal. 

“What you, Mr. Chancellor, de- 
mand,” Hitler wrote, “is that there 
shall be no opposition whatever. 
The usé of police power can, 
course, forbid speaking and writ- 
ing, but that is tolerable only when 
a Government achieves. great suc- 
cesses. If we are not to talk, why 
not give us the power and we will 


cease talking and go to work.” 4 


Referring to the Chancellor’s 
charge that the Nasi movement is 
illegal, Hitler said: 

“The only illegal things about 
our movement are the agents pro- 
vocators. The Government itself, 
we can prove, pyts those agents 
there. Fifteen National Socialists 
have been killed during the last 
year and 40(0 injured.” 

The movement, Hitler insisted, 
Heclines the delivery of Gérmany 
to Bolshevism. Its spirit, he 
added, is one of liberty. . 

“Many former soldiers are in its 

‘ranks,” he said. “They know war, 

but they would rather give their 
lives than lose their liberty. If you 
‘try to kill that spirit you sign the 
death warrant of the German na- 
tion.” ‘ 

Germany’s salvation, he said, 
must be effected, first, politically; 
second, economically. “You cannot 
cure a nation’s poeketbook and ig- 
nore its soul,” he said. “Our honor 
has been taken from us, yet you 
talk about nothing but economics.”’ 
The emergency decree recently is- 
sued, he said, contains much that 
was formerly denounced: as “Na- 
tional Socialist idiocy.” 

In conclusion he accused the 
Government of playing the part of 
an ostrich and “hiding its head in 


the sand.” 
“Even this emergency decree,” 
he said, “will comtribute to Ger- 


many’s salvation by an effect con- 
trary to the intentions of it — it 
will help my movement come into 
its own.”’

The very instant a good trial 
judge is developed, Dean Green 
said, he is singled out for appoint- 
ment to the Appellate Court, where 
“he will be given a greater com- 
pensation and placed on a, job of 
comparative tnsignificance.” Such 
courts of appeals, Dean Green said. 
“except as a supervisory adminis- 
trative agancy. such as the United 
States Supreme Court, are expen- 
sive and unnecessary devices of 
government, and.have contributed 
to the exploitation of law as a pro- 
fession and to the accumulation of 
literaliy tons of worthless intel- 
lectual plunder known as ‘law.’”

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FLOYD GIBBONS TALKS 
= WOUNDED JAPANESE 


F | Finds Them Ready to Return 
to Fighting — Emperor 
Their Only God. 


By FLOYD GIBBONS. 
(Copyright, 1931.) 

MUKDEN, Dec. 16.—The death 
of two and wounding of a third 
Japanese soldier in action against 
bandits south of here was a re- 
newed topic of conversation among 
the wounded, frozen veterans of 
the last two months’ fighting at 
the Japanese Army hospital when 
[ visited them today with an inter- 

preter. ; 
Men wounded in battle particu- 
larly interest me, wherever } find 
them, and I have found them on 


widely separated battlefields 
around the world. The last ones I 
talked to were wounded French 
Senegalese blacks in Morocco sev- 
eral years ago. 

We stop beside the bed of a 
youth with pale lemon skin and 
large round black eyes peering 
from a high cheek-boned face over 
which the skin seems to be drawn 
tightly. His name is Nobuyuki Ishi 
and he is the 18-year-old son of a 
rice farmer from the famine 
provinces North of Tokio. His 
breath comes in short gasps but 
there is no sign of pain on his 
face, and at the same time no 
smile. He was shot twice through 
the breast charging a bandit line 
across a bean field north of Muk- 
den recently. His comrades swept 
on. pursuing the bandits. But 
Nobuyuki lay five hours on the 
field and then spent five days and 
nights in a boxcar en route to the 
hospital. 

When I asked him whether he 
was glad he was returning home 
he replied through the interpreter: 

“But I am not returning home. 
I am the third son. Two others 
remain with my father. I am now 
fighting these holes in my lungs just 
the same as we fight the Chinese. 
We'll soon go back with my com- 
pany. That’s all I want.”’ 

But Nobuyuki is returning home. 
His fighting days are over. He 
does not know it yet, but we around 
his bed understood whenthe doc- 
tor’s dressing wagon arrived and the 
bandages were changed on his 
swathed feet and hands. Five 
hours in the bitter cold on that bat- 
tlefield and three nights and days 
in an unheated box car froze them 
to the bone. 

We move down the aisle to an- 
other bed. Again dark brown eyes 
burning with the fervor of fight 
peering from a reddish tan face 
against a white pillow. It’s 21- 
year-old Kinjiro Ikeda from the 
same village, and he has on a table 
beside him a two-pound brass fuse 
cap from a Chinese shell. The 
missile knocked him down and 
broke his leg and he lay for five 
hours on the same field in the 
cold. 

Kinjiro is still fighting mad. He 
says he has nothing to worry about, 
no family at all. He says that he 
wishes to return to the fight and 
give his life for his Emperor. 

This almost fanatic suppression 
of the individual and the home for 
the country, and the will to sacri- 
fice is the simple inborn religion 
of the Japanese soldier, whose Em- 
peror is his living god. 

The field hospital here is in a 
rambling, one-story brick former 
Chinese schoolhouse on the out- 
skirts of Mukden. Winter-tight 
storm doors inclose the vestibule 
which is cluttered with numerous 
pairs of wooden sandals left by 
visitors who don soft slippers for 
wear within.

T often happens that the young- 
est child im the family is espe- 
cially aggressive and ready to 
fight on the smallest provocation. 

Typically, this is the result of 
the fact that he is the youngest.

So he hits and they cannot hit 
back, because he is the baby. 

It is, of course, not good for him 
thus to form the habit of belliger- 
ence, for he spends his énergy in 
angry emotion rather than in set- 
ting it to work upon his difficul- 
ties. 

Such a situation can be helped 
somewhat by training the older 
children not to interfere with or 
dominate the youngest unneces- 
sarily. 

But the greatest help will come 
from letting the youngest play 
with children his own age. Fven 
if he is no mere than two or three 
years old this is a good idea. . 

It is best of all if he can be 
enrolied in a nursery school or kin- 
dergarten where his probicmsa Will 
mrelt ay under the combined in- 
fiuences of companionship with his 
equals. abundant play opportnni- 
ties and excellent supervision. ° 

Tf this is not possibile, an “effort 
should be made to separate the 
child from the older children for 
several hours each day. 

While they run freely the length 
of the block, keep him in a back 
yard well equipped with the kind 
of play apparatus which tends to 
attract other children of like ace.
